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SEED  ANALYSES  REPORT  -  1949 


This  is  the  second  report  on  the  enforcement  of  the  Pennsylvania  Seed 
Act  of  1947.    The  tables  found  on  the  follovdng  pages  list  the  results  and 
activities  of  the  Seed  Laboratory  for  the  year  ending  December  1,  1949. 

SUMMARY  OF  THE  PENNSYLVANIA  SEED  ACT  OF  1947 

The  Pennsylvania  Seed  Act  of  1947  (P.  L.  426)  gives  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  authority  to  make  such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act, 

A  summary  of  the  act  follows: 

"It  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell,  offer  for  sale,  or  expose  for  sale, 
or  transport  any  agricultural  seeds  for  seeding  purposes  in  bulk, 
package  or  containers  of  ten  pounds  or  more,  unless  there  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  purchaser,  or  unless  the  package  or  container  in 
which  the  same  snail  be  exposed  or  offered  for  sale  or  transported, 
shall  have  attached  thereto  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the  exterior 
thereof,  a  tag  or  label,  on  which  shall  be  plainly  and  legibly  written 
or  printed  in  the  English  language,  the  following  information  relating 
to  such  seeds: 

"(1)    Commonly  accepted  name  of  (i)  kind,  or  (ii)  kind  and  variety, 
or  (iii)  identifying  symbol  or  number  of  hybrids  of  each  agricultural 
seed  component  in  excess  of  five  per  cent  (5^)  of  the  whole,  and  the 
percentage  by  wei^t  of  each  in  the  order  of  its  predominance.  Where 
more  than  one  component  is  required  to  be  named,  the  word  'mixture'  or 
the  word  'mixed, •  shall  be  shown  conspicuously  on  the  label; 

"(2)    Lot  number; 

"(3)    Country  and  state  of  origin  of  certified  seed,  and  agency 
responsible  for  its  certification; 

"(4)    Country  and  state  of  origin,  if  known,  of  alfalfa,  red 
clover  and  field  com.    If  the  origin  is  unknown,  that  fact  shall  be 
\  stated; 

"(5)    Percentage  by  weight  of  all  weed  seeds; 

"(6)    The  name  and  number  of  each  kind  of  noxious  weed  seeds  or 
bulblets  per  ounce  in  the  following  groups: — Agrostis  spp.,  Rhodes 
grass,  Bermuda  grass,  timothy,  orchard  grass,  fescues,  alsike  and  white 
clover.  Reed  canary  grass,  Dallis  grass,  ryegrass,  foxtail  millet, 
alfalfa,  red  clover,  sweet  clovers,  lespedezas,  smooth  brome,  tall  oat 
grass,  crimson  clover,  Brassica  spp.,  flax,  Agropyron  spp.,  and  other 
agricultural  seeds  of  similar  size  and  weight  or  mixtures  within  this 
group;  and 

"(7)    The  name  and  number  of  noxious  weed  seeds,  or  number  of 
bulblets  per  pound  in  a  group,  composed  of  proso,  wheat,  Sudan  grass, 
oats,  rye,  barley,  buckwheat,  sorghums,  vetches  and  other  agricultural 
seeds  of  a  size  and  weight  similar  to,  or  greater  than  those  within 
this  group  or  any  mixtures  within  this  group; 

"(8)    Percentage  of  weight  of  agricultural  seeds  (which  may  be 
designated  as  'crop  seeds'),  other  than  those  required  to  be  named  on 
the  label; 
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"(9)    Percentage  by  weight  of  inert  matter; 

"(10)    For  each  named  agric^llt^l^al  seed  (i)  the  percentage  of 
germination  exclusive  of  hard  seed,  (ii)  the  percentage  of  hard  seed, 
if  present,  a^id  (iii)  the  calendar  month  and  year  the  test  was  com- 
pleted to  determine  such  percentages.    The  additional  statement  'total 
gemination  and  hard  seeds'  may  be  stated  after  the  foregoing,  if 
desiredj 

"(11)  Packages  containing  seeds  treated  with  a  poisonous  material 
shall  be  plainly  marked  in  contrasting  color  with  the  information  that 
the  seeds  contained  therein  have  been  'treated  with  poison' . 

"(12)    Name  and  address  of  the  person  who  labeled  said  seed,  or 
who  sells,  offers  or  exposes  said  seed  for  sale  within  this  State. 

"The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit 
the  sale  5si  bushel  lots  or  less  by  a  retailer  to  the  ultimate  user 
when  such  sales  are  made  from  original  packages  bearing  the  information 
required  by  this  section. 

"It  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell,  offer  for  sale,  or  expose  for  sale 
any  vegetable  seeds  within  this  State  for  sowing  purposes  in  bulk, 
package  or  containers,  unless  there  shall  be  delivered  to  the  purchaser, 
or  unless  the  package  or  container  in  which  the  same  shall  be  exposed 
or  offered  for  sale  shall  have  attached  thereto  a  tag  or  label  on 
which  shall  be  plainly  written  or  printed  in  the  English  langniage  the 
following  information  relating  to  such  seeds: 

"(1)    Name  of  kind  and  variety  of  seedj 

"(2)    Name  and  number  per  oxince  of  noxious  weed  seeds  present | 

"(3)    For  seeds  which  germinate  less  than  the  standard,  last  es- 
tablished by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture^,  under  this  act: 

"(a)    Percentage  of  germination  exclusive  of  hard  seed; 

"(b)    Percentage  of  hard  seed,  if  present; 

"(c)    The  calendar  month  and  year  the  test  was  completed  to  deter- 
mine such  percentages; 

"(d)    The  words  'Below  Germination  Standard'  in  not  less  than 
eight-point  type; 

"(4)    Name  and  address  of  the  person  who  labeled  said  seed  or  who 
sells,  offers  or  exposes  said  seed  for  sale,  within  this  State. 

"It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell,  offer  for  sale  or 
expose  for  sale,  any  agricultural  or  vegetable  seed  within  this  State: 

"(1)    Unless  the  test  to  determlno  the  percentage  of  germination 
required  by  the  sections  quoted  above  shall  have  been  completed  within 
a  nine  month  period,  exclusive  of  the  calendar  month  in  which  the  test 
was  completed,  immediately  prior  to  sale,  expostire  for  sale,  or  offer- 
ing for  sale  or  transportation; 

"(2)    Containing  prohibited  weed  seeds; 

"(3)    Containing  noxious  weed  seeds  in  excess  of  established  tol- 
erance; 


"(4)    Containing  weed  seeds,  colleotively  in  excess  of  throe  per 
cent  hj  weight; 

"(5)    Not  labeled  in  accordance  vd.th  the  provisions  of  this  aet, 
or  having  false  or  misleading  labeling,' 

"(6)    Pertaining  to  urtiich  there  has  been  a  false  or  misleading 

adver-tisoment . " 

The  following  paragraphs  are  quoted  from  the  revised  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations under  the  Pennsylvania  Seed  Act: 

"FES.  -  The  fee  must  accompany  the  sample.    No  test  can  be  mada 
until  the  fee  is  paid.    Postage  stamps  will  not  be  accepted.  Checks 
and  money  orders  should  be  made  payable  to  The  Commonnyealth  of 
Pennsylvania. 

"SCHEDULE  OF  CHARGES.  -  (a)  A  charge  of  fifty  cents  ($0.50)  per 
sample  will  be  made  for  purity  test,  germination  test,  or  both,  for 
such  seeds  as  red  clover,  tlmotliy,  alfalfa,  aleike  clove?,  rye- 
grasses, cereals  and  vstchsse 

"(b)  A  charge  of  fifty  cents  ($0.50)  per  sample  will  be  made  for 
the  examination  for  prohibited  and  noxious  weeds  (any  secdo), 

"(c)  A  charge  of  one  dollar  (§1,00)  per  sample  Vv-ill  be  mads  for 
purity  test,  germination  test,  or  both,  for  bentgrassos,  bluegrasses, 
orchard  grass,  redtop  and  other  grasses  of  similar  size. 

"(d)  A  charge  of  three  dollars  ($3.00)  will  be  made  for  purity 
test,  germination  test,  or  both,  for  mixtures  containing  three  or  more 
kinds  of  seeds. 

"Prohibited  Weed  Seeds 

Bindweed  (Convolvulus  spp. ) 
Quackgrass  (Agropyron  repsns) 
Thistle,  Canada  (Cirsium  arvense) 

"The  sale  of  agricultural  seed  containing  any  of  the  above  weed 
seeds,  is  prohibited. 

"Noxious  Weed  Seeds 

Dodder  (Cuscuta  spp.) 
Garlic,  wild  (Alliun  vineale) 
Horsenettle  (Solanum  carolinenss) 
Onion,  wild  (Allium  canadense) 
Sowthistle,  perennial  (Sonchus  arvensis) 

"The  label  shall  show  the  name  and  nuEber  per-  ounce  of  each  kind 
of  nojcious  weed  seed  or  bulblet  present  in  group  1  and  the  naEs  and 
number  per  pound  in  group  2  bslow. 

"It  is  unlawful  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  seeds  which  contain 
noxious  weed  seeds  in  excess  of  one  seed  or  bulblet,  singly  or  collec- 
tively, in  each  five  grams  of  group  1  and  in  each  one  hundred  grama  in 
group  2.  ^ 

"1.    Agrostis  spp.,  Rhodes  grass,  Bennuda  grass,  timothy,  orchard 
grass,  fescues,  alsike  and  w'riite  clover,  reed  canary  grass,  Dallls 
grass,  ryegrass,  foxtail  millet,  alfalfa,  red  clover,  sweet  clover. 


lespedezas,  smooth  brome,  tall  oat  grass,  crimson  clover,  Brassica 
spp.,  flax,  Agropyron  spp.,  and  other  agricultural  seeds  of  sijnilar 
size  and  weight,  or  mixtures  vdthin  this  group. 

"2.    Proso,  wheat,  Sudan  grass,  oats,  rye,  barley,  buckwheat, 
sorghums,  vetches  and  other  agricultural  seeds  of  a  size  and  weight 
similar  to  or  greater  than  those  within  this  group,  or  any  mixtures 
within  this  group. 

"GEBMINATION  STANDARDS  FOR  VEGETABLE  SEED.  -  Germination  standards 
shall  be  the  same  as  those  published  under  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  Sejrvice  and  Regulatory  Announcements  No.  156,  or 
any  later  revision. 

"The  standard  of  germination  for  vegetable  seeds  as  set  up  under 
the  Federal  Seed  Act,  is  as  follows:

"RESPONSIBILm  FOR  OBTAINING  NEW  GEEMINATION  TEST.  -  The  person 
or  dealer  upon  whose  premises  seeds  are  located  and  are  exposed  or 
offered  for  sale  will  be  held  responsible  for  all  labeling  require- 
ments including  a  new  germination  test  and  subsequently  changing  the 
analysis  tags  before  the  expiration  date  of  the  nine  month  period  as 
stated  in  Section  5,  Paragraph  1,  of  the  Seed  Act. 

"CERTIFIED  SEED.  -  Certificate  numbers  or  code  numbers  as  issued 
by  this  Department  are  legal  for  shipment  of  seed  only  within  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania.    Certified  seed  must  meet  the  requirements  of 
this  act  as  to  purity  and  germination."
